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EMMA Bunton has revealed how she 
was the only Spice Girl to avoid eat- 
ing disorders or depression. 

The pretty blonde - nicknamed Baby Spice for 
her innocent, girly looks - is still amazed that 
she survived the pressures of fame which the 
rest of her bandmates struggled with. 

Emma, who is currently starring in BBC's Strictly 
Come Dancing, believes she had a lucky escape. 

While Posh, Scary, Sporty and Ginger succumbed to 
either weight-loss worries or depression, Baby came 
through unscathed. 

When asked how she did it, she wonders: 
“Honestly? I don't know. I really f«««ing don't know." 

During the height of their fame, Emma remembers 
there was huge pressure to slim down. 

“Towards the end of the tour of America, I started 
thinking about it a bit more," she admits. “Because 
T've always been curvy. And it was just going through 
that point of learning to love it and use it well." 


Skimpy 

The other Spice Girls, however, were not so lucky 
and Emma saw some of them shrink before her eyes. 

Geri Halliwell, 34, and Victoria Beckham, 32, have 
admitted their obsession to trim down during the 
Spices’ heyday drove them to live on Slimfast shakes. 

Mel C - real name Melanie Chisholm, 32 - dropped 
down to 8st 7Ib after getting hooked on two-hour gym 
sessions. She also suffered clinical depression. 

And Mel B - real name Mel Brown - was 
depressed after splitting from her husband Jimmy 
Gulzar. “Victoria is naturally thin - that's the way 
she is," says Emma. “I did tell Geri at one point 
that I thought she was getting too thin. 

*Mel B's got the best body in the world, but Mel 
C went through a worrying stage." 

Emma is still happy to flaunt her fabulous 
figure in some very skimpy outfits every 
Saturday night on SCD. And the pretty blonde 
has revealed she's not always such a nice Spice 
any more. 

The 30-year-old has two tattoos — and even uses 
the F-word. And despite forming a great relation- 
ship with her partner Darren Bennett, 29, she 

admits that he gets on her wick. 
“I love my dancer, right, but God - he talks so 
much! I just want to strangle him." 
Get those claws out, Baby! 

As for the tattoos, there's *Baby" etched 
on her hip and a Chinese symbol mean- 
ing "Jade" a tribute to her boyfriend 

of six years, Jade Jones, 25. 

Perhaps its her down-to-earth 
upbringing in Barnet, north 
London, or maybe it's her stable rela- 
tionship with Jade, but Emma has man- 
aged to keep her feet on the ground. Victoria 
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Beckham became a worldwide megastar, Mel B 
toyed with being a lesbian and is now dating movie 
star Eddie Murphy, 45. Mel C was dropped from her 
record label and Geri Halliwell became a single 
mum. 

But Emma's life just kept plodding on. And even 
though she sold more than 53 million records with 
the Spice Girls, Emma says she has never been able 
to splurge at the shops. 

“Even now, the most I’ve ever spent in a shop at one 
time is about £300," she admits. “Not quite Elton! I’ve 
never been able to forget what I learned about being 
careful with money when I was growing up." 

As for what's next, Emma's new album Life In 
Mono is out a week on Monday She's also 
considering writing and starring in a sitcom. 

Life is looking good for Baby Spice. And judging by 
these pictures, she's thriving on it. 

*Oh yeah, that's how I've grown up," she giggles. 
“Tve become saucy.”
